The W heel of Fortune 
How to m ark has alternatives, depending on youi fabric and 
personal preferences. U sin g d re ssm ak er’s carbon and a tracing 
wheel is one of the m ost accurate methods. There are two kinds of 
wheels. The kind w ith teeth makes a line of small dots and can be 
used on most fabrics. The kind w ithout teeth makes a continuous 
line and is good for hard-to-m ark fabrics. 
A tracin g wheel is n ot recommended for sheers, w here m arks 
would show through on th e rig h t side, and spongy fabrics or tweeds, 
w here the m arks m ight n ot show at all. Instead, try tailo r’s tacks. 
This method is visible on both sides of the fabric and does not leave 
any p erm anen t marks. A tailo r’s tack is made with a needle and 
long doubled thread. A t the point to be m arked, tak e a small stitch 
through the pattern and both layers of fabric, leaving a 1" end. Take 
ano ther stitch at the sam e point, leaving a 1" loop. C ut the thread, 
leaving ano ther 1" end. Remove the p a tte rn and carefully pull a p a rt 
the tw o layers of fabric to the limit of the th read loop. Cut through 
center of th reads joining rig h t sides of fabric. A tu ft of thread will 
be left as 
m ark er on each piece. 


How M an y M arks Should 
a Dressmaker M ake? 
T here a re two kinds of m arkings on a pattern. Those which 
help in p attern alteration and layout need not be transferred . Those 
which aid in g arm e n t construction m u st absolutely be transferred . 
D otted lines for d a rts and other construction details, circles for 
m atching points such as the sleeve cap and shoulder seam, w here 
fabric m eets in a d a rt o r w here the collar ends a t a lapel are 
oh”iously essential. Also pay special atten tion to m arking seamlines 
a t such critical places as curves and points on collars and cuTs, or 
inner corners on a square neckline.

M arking means 
tra n sfe rrin g pattern m arkings to the fabrics, a fter cutting. A c ­ 
cu rate m arking serves as the guide for all construction. 


The W heel of Fortune 
H ow to m ark has altern atives, depending on your fabric and 
personal preferences. U sin g dressm aker’s carbon and a tracing 
wheel is one of the most accurate methods. There are two kinds of 
wheels. The kind w ith teeth m akes a line of sm all dots and can he 
used on most fabrics. The kind w ithout teeth makes a continuous 
line and is good for hard-to-mark fabrics. 
A tracin g wheel is not recommended for sheers, where m arks 
would show through on the rig h t side, and spongy fabrics or tweeds, 
w here the m arks m ight not show at all. Instead, try ta ilo r’s tacks. 
T his method is visible on both sides of the fabric and does not leave 
an y perm anent m arks. A ta ilo r’s tack is made w ith a needle and 
long doubled thread. A t the point to he m arked, take a sm all stitch 
through the pattern and both layers of fabric, leavin g a 1" end. Take 
another stitch at the same point, leavin g a 1” loop. C ut the thread, 
leavin g another 1” end. Rem ove the pattern and c are fu lly pull ap art 
the tw o layers of fabric to the lim it of the thread loop. C u t through 
center of threads join in g rig h t sides o f fabric. A tu ft of thread w ill 
be le ft as fi m ark er on each piece. 


H ow M an y M arks Should 
a Dressm aker M ake? 
T here are tw o kinds of m arkings on a pattern. Those w hich 
help in pattern alteratio n and layout need not be transferred. Those 
w hich aid in garm ent construction m ust absolutely be transferred. 
Dotted lines fo r darts and other construction details, circles fo r 
m atching points such as the sleeve cap and shoulder seam, where 
fa b ric meets in a d art or w here the co llar ends a t a lapel are 
ob'Mously essential. A lso pay special attention to m arking seam lines 
a t such critical places as curves and points on collars and cuTs, or 
inner corners on a square neckline. A solid line which shows where 
a piece is to be folded du rin g construction has to he marked. It is 
helpful to m ark center-lincs, fro n t and back, as a reference fo r 
proper lit and center-points on sm aller pieces fo r accurate joining. 
Y o u r pattern is the map you follow for a safe and speedy trip 
to a finished garm ent. L e t you r sense of direction guide you style- 
w ise, but learn to read and use the dressm aking road signs.
